MONTHLY  EGG  PRODUCTION,  1943-44 


Egg  production  in  the  United  States  reached  an  all-time  peak  in  1944, 
having  gradually  increased  since  1938.  Especially  large  annual  increases' 
occurred  during  the  past  4 years  to  meet  the  war  time  demand  for  eggs,  "both 
fresh  and  dried. 

Erom  1940  to  1944,  farm  egg  production  increased  46  percent  to  a record 
production  of  57,874,000,000  eggs  in  1944.  Much  of  this  increase  was  used  to 
meet  the  demands  of  Lend-Lease  and  the  armed  forces,  for  a total  of  311,369,000 
pounds  of  dried  whole  egg.  The  annual  production  of  dried  egg  "before  the  Lend- 
Lease  program  in  1941  was  approximately  10,000,000  pounds,  mostly  in  the  form  of 
dried  albumen  and  dried  yolk.  In  1944  about  20  percent  of  the  nation*  s farm  egg 
production  was  converted  into  dried  egg.  Civilian  per  capita  consumption  of  eggs 
also  increased,  from  316  eggs  in  1940  to  349  in  1944. 


Egg  production  in  the  United  States  was  7 percent  larger  in  1944'  than  in 
1943#  Increases  occurred  in  all  States,  except  Maine,  Elorida,  Kentucky, 
Tennessee,  Alabama,  and  Arizona.  The  average  size  of  the  nation* s laying  flock 
increased  about  a third  from  1940  to  1544,  to  meet  the  wartime  expansion  demanded 
of  the  poultry  industry.  Luring  this  period  the  rate  of  egg  production  per  layer 
on  hand  during  the  year  increased  from  134  eggs  in  1940  to  147  in  1944#  This 
increase  is  largely  attributed  to  inproved  breeding  of  chickens  for  egg  produc- 
tion and  better  management  practices  encouraged  by  war  time  egg  and  chicken  prices 

These  estimates  of  layers,  rate  of  lay,  and  total  egg  production  are  a con- 
tinuation of  the  historical  series  first  published  in  May  1942,  and  published 
annually  since  that  date#
